LOST FORTUNE ON 
STOCK, STILL HAS 
FAITH IN INSULL 


Fourth of Former Utility 
Executive’s Co-Defend- 
ants Takes Witness 
Stand in His Defense. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 8,—The fourth of 


Samuel Insull's co-defendants in the 
Insull mail fraud trial told the jury 
today that in spite of losing most 
of his personal fortune in Insull 
stock he held the former Chicago 
utility executive in high regard. 

Frank K. Shrader, a quiet soft- 
spoken man of about 45, took the 
witness stand before Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson after an hour's 
testimony by three other witnesses 
on words and phrases of high fi- 
nance, 

“I invested $450,000 in the stock 
of the Corporation Securities Co.,” 
Shrader said under questioning by 
Attorney Charles Lounsbury. “I 
sold $30,000 worth, and still have 
the rest.” 

The stock in the company is now 
worthless. Shrader's loss was part- 
ly offset, he said, by cash dividends 
of $30,000. ! 

“I have been acquainted with In- 
sull for 25 years,” 
jury.

Dr. Jacobs had been in legal skir- 
mishes involving both women. Miss 
Flint, whom Mrs. Newlon was at- 
tending as a practical nurse, was 
once sued for alienation of the doc- 
tor’s affections by Mrs. Jacobs. Si- 
multaneously, Dr. Jacobs filed suit 
for divorce. 
Both actions were dropped, but, 
later, Mrs. Newlon’s son, Raymond, 
and the doctor, filed complaints 
against each other, Raymond say- 
ing the physician shot at him and 
Dr. Jacobs saying the young man 
had beaten him. Allegedly insulting | 
letters written to Mrs. Newlon | 
were the cause. 
The two women were on a shop- 
ping tour, witnesses reported; when 
Dr. Jacobs approached them, de- 
manding that they stop.

ITALIAN YOUTHS IN WARFARE 


Uniformed Men Occupy Platforms of Teach- 
ers in High Schools and Colleges—Courses 
Required for Promotion. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Nov. 8.—Army officers in 
uniform mounted the platforms of 
teachers and professors yesterday 
and began in high schools and col- 


leges throughout Italy the com- 
pulsory military courses prescribed 
by Premier Mussolini and his Cab- 
inea Sept. 18. 

No high school and college cur- 
riculum will be complete, no pro- 
motion will be given, no degree will 
be awarded unless the student has 
attended the military culture course 
’“‘with profit.”

Armed forces: how they are 
constituted and armed, and their 
purposes.

The military culture courses are 
divided into three classifications, 
according to the age of the student. 
The first classification, for the low- 
er grades in high school, is designed 
“to furnish elementary notions of 
military culture to young men sum- 
moned to carry out functions of 
graduates or specialists in the 
armed forces of the state.” 

The aim of the second classifica- 
tion, composed of the upper grades 
in high school and the lower grades 
in college, is “to furnish to the 
young man those notions of mili- 
tary culture which are indispens!- 
ble to one who is called upon to 
fulfill the functions of an officer.” 

The third classification, composed 
of the upper classmen in the col- 
leges and uinversities, aims at in- 
siructing “those students who will 
be called to lend their assistance 
aS military chiefs, organizers and 
specialists.” 

All the instruction is intended to 
prepare the student to such an ex- 
tent that when he begins his mili- 
tary training proper he can imme- 
diately begin to specialize.

$20,000,000 OF GOLD ON WAY 
TO NEW YORK FROM EUROPE 


Movement in Response to Weak- 
ness of Gold Currencies in 
Terms of Dollars. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 —About 
$20,000,000 of gold, mostly from 
France, is on the way to New York 
from Europe, it was learned in fi- 
nancial circles yesterday. 

The metal is moving in response 
to weakness of the European gold 
currencies in terms of dollars. It 
has become profitable to buy for- 


eign currencies at their present 


|cheapened levels, turn the proceeds 


into gold in Paris and resell the 
gold in New York in return for 
higher-priced dollars. 

Most of the gold bloc units, in- 


cluding the currencies of France, 
Belgium, Switzerland and Holland, 
dipped to the gold-shipping levels 
last week. A little gold was then 


-engaged as a result. 


Arrangements have been made 
for sending at least $20,000,000 of 
the metal from the vaults of the 
Bank of France and other central 
banks on the continent to America 
where the Treasury will take pos- 
session of it. Some of the metal is 
coming indirectly from Belgium 
and Holland, for these countries 
usually ship gold to Paris, in sup- 
port of their exchanges, rather than 
to New York.

Jefferson Won Overwhelming Sup- 
port in Mid-Term Elections, 
Old Records Show.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Thumb- 
ing time-yellowed records today, his- 
torians found a precedent — 132 
years ago—for the crushing defeat 
of the Republicans in Tuesday’s 
elections. 

Thomas Jefferson, swept into the 
presidency in 1800 with heavy con- 
gressional support, took his Gov- 
ernment-by-the-people policies to 
the country two years later, and the 
voters gave him an overwhelming 
vote from which the opposition 
never recovered. The Federalist 
party disappeared within a decade 
thereafter. 

Jefferson's party, then was call- 
ed Republican, but later became 
the Democratic party. Approaching 
the mid-term elections, Jefferson 
wrote Henry Knox: “I was always 
satisfied that the great body of

real Republicans.” 
Again Jefferson said: “The Leg- 


islature (Congress) rises this day. 
They have carried into execution 
steadily almost all the propositions 
submitted to them in my inaugural 
address.

— The United 
States delegation 
posed to the English compromise 
naval program with Japan and 
seems to be determined not to agree 
to equality for Japan. 

The English proposal, which was 
Olly entative, would give Japan 
equality in principle but not ‘actual- 
ly in tonnage. The suggested com- 
promise would be worded in a much 
less blunt manner than Japan de- 
mands and Japan would be re- 
quired to agree not to build up 
to equality in tonnage within a 
definite number of years. The num- 
ber of years, however, was not 
specified by the English. 

Prime Minister MacDonald ad- 
vanced the compromise yesterday in 
an effort to break the present dead- 
lock, caused by the United States 
and English refusals to accept 
Japan’s program in the discussions 
preliminary to the general naval 
arms conference next year. Sir 
John Simon, Foreign Secretary, ex- 
plained the plan to the Japanese 
and at a second meeting English 
Admirals discussed it. 

Under it, Japan’s actual strength 
in relation to the United States and 
England would be kept about at the 
existing 5-5-3 ratio by a compro- 
mise on the question of the method 
of limitation. Most of the chief 
limitation principles of the Wash- 
ington and London naval treaties 
would be maintained, but a maxi- 
mum tonnage limit would be set.

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ANOTHER VICTORY FOR NORRIS. 


Senator George W. Norris, Nebraska's truly great 
contribution to government in the United States, was 
not a candidate in Tuesday’s election, but one of his 
causes was at stake and once again his people rallied 
to him. The fight in Nebraska for the adoption of 
an amendment to the State Constitution setting up 
a one-chamber Legislature was his fight, and the de- 
cisive victory in turn is his victory. He is rounding 
out his career with new honors, 

Under the change which the Nebraska voters have 
approved, their present bicameral Legislature will be 
abandoned, and a single chamber of not less than 30 
nor more than 50 members will be elected on a non- 
partisan basis in its place. Nebraska's veteran Sen- 
ator believes that the new arrangement will improve 
the personnel and the quality of the work in his 
State’s Legislature, by attracting better men through 
higher salaries and by preventing the defeat of meri- 
torious measures through the playing of one chamber 
against the other. The experiment will bear watch- 
ing by every state in the Union. 

The idea of the unicameral legislature is not new. 
Oregon voted on the plan in 1912 and 1914. It re- 
ceived a majority in the California Legislature in 
1913. But requirements for two-thirds majorities and 
similar handicaps prevented any of these states from 
carrying it into operation. Senator Norris went to 
work for it in earnest when Congress adjourned last 
summer. As the Nebraska Legislature would not 
submit the necessary amendment, initiative petitions 
had to be circulated. Senator Norris not only 
stumped the State and made numerous radio ap- 
peals, but he stood a large share of the expense of 
the campaign.

Some of the glamour of repeal has vanished in the 
11 months since prohibition ended. State control has 
been faulty in many ways; bootlegging has not been 
abolished; revenue has fallen short of expectations; 
the social effects have not been altogether as pre- 
dicted. Nevertheless, six of the seven states that vot- 
ed on this question in Tuesday’s elections decided 
that prohibition, with its repressions, its loss of rev: 
enue, its corruption, its enforcement difficulties and 
its accompanying disrespect for all law, should be 
abolished. West Virginia, Florida, Idaho, Nebraska, 
South Dakota and Wyoming citizens voted by com- 
manding majorities to join the 28 states which have 
systems of controlled liquor sale. 

Only Kansas remained true to the cause of prohi- 
bition, by defeating a proposal to repeal the 54-year- 
old dry amendment in her State Constitution. Maine 
and Kansas were the original prohibition states, but 
Maine’s conversion to repeal in last September’s poll 
was not followed by John Brown’s ascetic State. But 
Kansas is far from unanimously ascetic. The re- 
turns show a heavy repeal vote, and the State’s past 
is a long record of widespread dry-law violations, 
despite the rigid bone-dry code. Kansas has never 
been strictly dry (even Carry Nation’s valiant hatchet 
work couldn’t bring that about), and liquor is usu- 
ally obtainable in even the smallest villages, from 
local stills or from bootleggers.

Issues at naval parley are beclouded by distrust, debate over technicalities and ap- 
peals to prejudice, writer says; asserts delicate situation in the Far East is barrier 
to agreement, but honest statements of policy by nations concerned might make 
one possible ; without this, he fears, current conference will only aggravate ill will

sations at London have been almost 

universally couched in pessimistic terms. 
Well they may be. The chances for arriving 
at anything like a mutually satisfying naval 
and political status in the Far East are any- 
thing but good. 

For one thing, these negotiations are open- 
ing in an atmosphere of general distrust. 
The United States distrusts Japan’s ambi 
tions on the Asiatic mainland; Great Brit- 
ain distruats Japan’s aims in British Co- 
lonial markets; Japan distrusts American 
naval intentions in the Western Pacific. 

For another thing, the negotiations are 
opening with a typical display of the in- 
sensibility of naval experts to other than 
technical considerations. Despite their as- 
Sertions of desire for disarmament, all the 
Admirals have made it clear, as they turned 
their faces toward London, that they would 
demand reductions in the classifications of 
warships which are of most importance to 
the other navies involved and permission to 
expand the important classifications of their 
own fleets to such size as would render them 
invincible, ‘ 

This is exactly the sort of negotiating 
which has rendered the disarmament efforts 
at Geneva futile. The only treaty which 
can possibly be written on these premises 
will be one which grants the three Powers 
a free hand to build their offensive naval 
strength to any size they may desire. It 
is impossible, in the nature of the case, to 
authorize the invincible navies which the 
Admirals demand unless the nations are 
ready to engage in limitless construction. 

* . ¥ 


But it is really the other factor, the perva- 
sive atmosphere of distrust, which casts the 
deepest shadow over the prospects for the 
approaching naval conference. Naval ex- 
perts can be forced to work out some sort 
of technical arrangement provided that the 
nations involved have sufficient confidence 
in one another’s purposes to desire such 
agreements. With regard to the Far East, 
it is just this confidence which is lacking. 

For this reason, the action of the United 
States in letting it be known that it desires 
to include a discussion of political issues in 
these negotiations is the most encouraging 
development up to date. Neither Japan nor 
Great Britain seems eager for such a dis- 
cussion, but the chance for a successful con- 
clusion for the naval negotiations rests 
largely on the extent to which the Powers 
are willing honestly to deal with the po- 
litical issues which underlie all naval 
strategy. 

The cost of a naval understanding among 
the three Powers is a prior understanding 
as to political purposes. If the United States 
has no aggressive intentions in the West- 
ern Pacific, if Japan has no aggressive in- 
tentions beyond those already accomplished 
on the Asiatic mainland, a political under- 
standing which would make logical a re- 
striction of fleets can be gained. For this 
reason, the thing supremely needed is not 
theoretical discussion of naval ratios but 
honest discussion of political policies. 

Such honest political discussion will be 
extremely unwelcome in certain quarters in 
Japan. There are Japanese leaders, both 
civil and military, who have no desire to 
commit themselves, either before the world 


R EPORTS of the opening of the conver- 


or before their own people, as to Japan's 
political intentions in Asia. But if Japan 
honestly desires peace, honestly desires a 
reduction of the burden of naval taxation 
which her people are now carrying, such a 
clear avowal of Japanese policy is the way 
—and perhaps the only way—to insure it. 

We have no expectation that such an 
avowal would instantly clear up all the dif- 
ficulties, for if honestly framed it would 
undoubtedly include a continuation of the 
Japanese occupation of Manchuria. But the 
United States would at least know, in the 
face of such an avowal, what it is dealing 
with, and it might well conclude to leave 
the Manchurian problem to the arbitrament 
of time, provided that it had assurances 
against Japanese aggression in the Philip- 
pines and China proper, 

* * * 

But honest political discussion would also 
require the United States to reconsider its 
own policies with regard to the Far East. 
There have never been more than four is- 
sues which might influence this nation to 
maintain sufficient naval power to carry on 
a successful war in the Western Pacific. 
These are preservation of the American 
control of the Philippines; preservation of 
the integrity of China; preservation of the 
freedom of the seas; and preservation of 
the open door in China, 

With the Philippines about to cut loose 
from the United States, with the integrity 
of China a political myth, with the free- 
dom of the seas an academic principle 
never yet honestly observed in time of war, 
and with China using her new tariff au- 
tonomy to close the open door herself, the 
United States needs to consider again what 
issues are likely to arise which will render 
it necessary to have an overwhelming flotilla 
in the Western Pacific to deal with Japan's 
navy. 

Such reports as have already come from 
London indicate that the naval conversa- 
tions are starting with more talk about 
global tonnages as contrasted with classifi- 
cation tonnages, and similar technical lingo, 
If that continues to be the language of the 
negotiations, the conference next year might 
better not be held. It will accomplish noth- 
pe or yr oo to arouse the suspicion

But if these two countries, with Great 
Britain also participating as a sort of friend 
to both, can sit down together and frankly 
disclose their political intentions in the Far 
Eastern area, there is no reason why a 
naval program cannot be arranged which 
will allow genuine disarmament, and wi!] 
give a reasonable expectation of peace in the 
Pacific for another decade or longer. Such

most certainly involve a scaling down of 
political demands by all the parties to the 
negotiations, with a consequent threat to 
prestige.

GATTI-CASAZZA GIVES 
NOTICE OF RETIREMENT 


Impresario to Quit Metropoli- 
tan at End of Next Season 
and Return to Italy. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Giulio Gat- 
ti-Casazza will retire as general 
manager of the Metropolitan Opera 
at the end of next season and re- 
turn to Italy, ending a career of 
42 years as a director of opera. 
He will be 66 years old next Febru- 
ary. 

He announced his resignation yes- 
terday, giving as his reasons for re- 
tiring his advancing age and “the 
continued and exhausting hardships 
of a long directorial career.” He 
disclosed that last May he made 
up his mind to retire, but withheld 
kis resignation at the request of 
Paul D. Cravath, president ef the 
Metropolitan Opera Association. He 
returned recently from Italy and 
told Cravath he had not changed 
his mind. In reply, Cravath wrote: 
“f find it difficult to adjust myself 
to the thought of the Metropolitan 
without you in charge.” 

Selection of a new general man- 
ager probably will not be made un- 


tii the rumored merger between the. 


Metropolitan and the Philharmonic- 
Symphony Orchestra is disposed of. 

Gatti-Casazza became director of 
the Metropolitan in 1908 after 10 
years as the head of the La Scala 
in Milan. Before La Scala he served 
five years as director of the Op- 
eratic Theater in Ferrara, a_ post 
he took at the age of 24. 

Succeeding Heinrich Conried as 
director of the Metropolitan, he re- 
organized the company and tight- 
ened the general discipline. In two 
or three seasons the Metropolitan 
showed a profit and continued to 
do so until 1930-31. 

Gatti-Casazza married Frances 
Aida, soprano, in 1910. They were 
divorced in 1928. In 1930 he mar- 
ried Rosina Galli, ballet mistress of 
the Metropolitan.

Pirandello’s despairing outlook 
was reflected in many of his best 
plays. In the United States he is 
best known for his “Six Characters 
in Search of an Author,’ which 
played in New York in 1922, ‘Flor- 
ian’s Wife,’ which played the fol- 
lowing year, and “Enrico IV” and 
“Right You Are If You Think You 
Are.” 

It was another Sicilian author, 
Luigi Capuana, who pursuaded Pi- 
randello to devote his time to fic- 
tion. In 1894 he published his first 
novel, “The Outcast,” in which bit- 
ter realism found expression. One 
of his most celebrated novels ap- 
peared in 1904, “The Late Mattia 
Pascal,” the story of a man who 
shammed death and tried in vain to; 
begin life anew in a different at- 
mosphere. 

Great numbers of short stories 
followed and finally dramas and 
comedies. 

Pirandello at first was criticised 
for arbitrarily deforming life and 
not seeing it as it really is. The 
Roman critics then discovered the 
real meaning of his idealogy and 
the human sense of his plays. Most 
of his plays are built around the 
lower middle class.

IN MICHIGAN SENATE RACE 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Nov. 8.—Michigan Re- 
publicans Tuesday re-elected Unit- 
ed States Senator Arthur H. Van- 
denberg, took ovér majority con- 
trol of the congressional delegation 
and ousted most of the Democratic 
State administration. Vandenberg 
defeated Frank A. Picard, his Dem- 
ocratic opponent, by close to 50,000, 

Frank D. Fitzgerald, Republican, 
was elected Governor over Arthur 
J. Lacy, Detroit attorney, by about 
80,000, a figure reminiscent of oth- 
er off-year elections {n Michigan. 
The Republican representation in 
Congress was increased to 11, 
against six Democrats. Republic- 
ans, during the last two years, had 
only seven congressional seats and 
lost one of those through the death 
of Representative Joseph L. Hoop- 
er. That vacancy was filled with 
a Republican. 

Only two minor State offices, 
Auditor-General and ‘Treasurer, 
seemed likely to remain in Demo 
cratic hands. 

Senator James Couzens, Repub- 
lican, in an address urged his lis- 
teners to “abandon partisan politics 
and get behind Roosevelt policies.” 

Vandenberg announced he would 
continue to be an outspoken critic 
of the New Deal movements he con- 
sidered dangerous, and an exponent 
of the features he considered bene- 
ficial. 

“There must always be a vigor- 
ous ang effective minority opposi- 
tion under our form of government, 
not in a destructive sense, but in 
terms of constructive criticism and 
contribution,” he said.

Nerves are such a vague, and 
therefore all-inclusive reason for 
any disability, either mental or 


physical. “Tommy is such a ner- 
vous child’; “It makes me nervous 
to hear so much noise”; “The com- 
motion got on my nerves.” 

In time, too, the child who hears 
such comments is apt to develop 
nerves in various forms, and must 
be taken from school, or given spe- 
cial treatment and consideration. 

Half the nervous cases in the 
world would be better off if they} 
had never heard of nerves, for! 
nothing breeds faster than these 
inexplicable diseases which take so| 
many forms and are sometimes the 
excuse for erratic behavior. 

The child who grows up in a 
“nerve-conscious” house is_ fortu- 
nate if he does not become a first- 
class neurotic. He must develop 
some kind of defense if he is to 
exist at all, and generally he fol- 
lows the line of least resistance and 
accepts the suggestion of nerves 

Probably Mrs. Jones did the wise 
thing in tabooing the very word 
“nerves.” Certainly her family was 
helped by the treatment, and grew 
up with none of the strange ail- 
ments of which the world seems 
full. They had colds and measles 
and whooping cough, but escaped 
obscure digestive upsets and sudden 
psychological crises.
